As promised, your publisher journeyed to Washington, D.C. over the holi- 
days to find out what, if anything, could be done about “softening” the Feder 
a Highway Administration’s demands that states enact compulsory helmet 
aws. 

We motorcycle riders deeply appreciate the attention Uncle Sam is giving 
to our safety on the highways. Thanks to their urging, many státes, by the 
end of this year, will have special driving tests and licenses for motorcycle 
operators. I believe that this program alone will cut the small annual number 


.of motorcycle accidents in half. 


In Washington I found that our interests are being well looked after by 
Lewis S. Buchanan, who heads up the Motorcycle Safety Division of the High- 
way Safety Programs Service. He takes care of motorcycle matters for Presi- 
dent Johnson's cabinet member, Lowell K. Bridwell, the Secretary of Trans- 
portation, a new cabinet post created by the President. 

Lew Buchanan is a young, sincere motorcycle enthusiast who is making 
acareerin public service. He recently graduated from a Honda 90 to a Yamaha 
250cc which he rides to work, and says he is looking forward to competing in 
the popular 100cc class scrambles around the D.C. area. 

It was snowing lightly in the nation’s Capital,yet more than a few of the 
citizens were out riding their two wheelers and sidecars on the icy streets in 
that weather. Washingtonians are a hardy lot. The District of Columbia, by 
the way, does not have a compulsory helmet law, yet all of the riders I saw 
were wearing headgear. 

One curious chap fashioned a “helmet” out of a wastebasket and wore it 
on his cycle ride to work (needless to point out, this government employee 
does not work for the Highway Safety Department). 

Lew Buchanan kindly advised the dunce of better ways of protecting his 
alleged brain and by the time you 

read this I hope the guy will be 
wearing some helmet more in 
keeping with our new motorcycle 
image. I couldn’t help feeling 
that his head probably belonged 
in a wastebasket. “Doesn’t it cut 
down your visibility?” Buchanan 
asked him. 
“Yeah.” the would-be innovator

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replies. “Sometimes that worries me. 


helmets; motorcycle riders will protect themselves voluntarily. But you do 
need to set standards for the helmets that they wear. 

Mr. Buchanan is probably the best authority on motorcycle safety in the 
U.S., a distinction for which there are many contenders. Serving with him in 
the Highway Safety Department are Bradford Crittenden, a former head of the 
California Highway patrol; Glen V. Carmichael and Fred Koch, Mr. Crittenden 
is a motorcycle rider, of course, and is a pioneer in car and motorcycle safe- 
ty. He was chiefly responsible for requiring CHP officers to wear helmets in 
motorcycles and cars. Although my conversations with all of these men were 
“off the record,” I can report that my general impression was that they are 
sympathetic to our problems, yet inflexible in their dedication to duty. Since 
we are all, in a way, paying their salaries, I don’t think we could ask fora 
greater measure of devotion than these men are now giving. However, I re- 
ceived the impression that if the motorcycle compulsory helmet laws are al- 
lowed, it will soon be required that car drivers and passengers buckle on 
their skid-lids too. 


A Nail In The Coffin 


While we found many points of agreement on the motorcycle safety ap- 
proach, the monolithic injustice of compulsory helmet laws was all that pre- 
vented my complete enthusiasm for what the Dept. of Transportation is doing 
for us. Mandatory helmet laws are a nail in the coffin of motorcycling. 

It appears by now that the states that have hastily passed helmet laws 
probably did so more to restrict the growth of motorcycle riding, than to save 
citizens’ lives. Only 20 states have provided special drivers licenses for 
motorcycle operators. Only eight states require rearview mirrors on bikes, 
Yet thirty states, as of Jan. 1, 1968, will arrest you if you ride your motore 
cycle without a helmet! What kind of nonsense is that? 

Head injuries, deaths are the result of accidents, and accidents are main- 
ly the fault of inadequate riding skills. For some reason state legislatures 
have beeén more concerned with that’s ON a rider’s head than what’s IN it. 
In effect they are saying, “You don’t have to know how to operate a motor- 
cycle, but you do have to wear this funny hat.” 

Helmets won’t reduce accidents one bit. It is not hard to predict what 
the next step in the anti-motorcycle campaign will be: “Even with helmets on 
people got killed, therefore motorcycles were deemed inherently dangerous; 
therefore the only thing left was to declare motorcycles contraband and force 
them off the roads altogether.” Far-fetched as it sounds, many of us can re- 
member when the Hearst newspapers waged: just such an anti-cycle campaign 
to get motorcycles banned off the roads of California, except for police use. 

I don't believe that motorcycles are inherently dangerous any more than 
a lawnmower is “inherently” dangerous. But it does take more skill and 
training to operate one safely. I am not asking the states to train riders, 
(dealers, clubs and private individuals can take care of that). I am only in- 
sisting that a simple examination, to make sure a person can ride competent- 
ly, is in order before more drastic measures, such as enforced armor, are 
called for. 


Defeatist Would Sell M/Cing Short 


There are defeatists in our own industry who would sell motorcycling 
short to gain a crumb of satisfaction at being able to say “I told you so.” 
Even as luminous a dignitary as the editor of Cycle World monthly recently 
wrote that compulsory helmet laws are “Inevitable” and we should cease our 
struggle against them. As for why rape is inevitable, he cites a 35 million 
dollar blackjack threat to California if this state doesn’t do as Washington 
advises. California Assemblyman John F. Foran also uses this as his chief 
argument for compulsory helmet legislation. But I learned in Washington that 
Cycle World and the Assemblyman are misinformed as regards the latest de- 
velopments in the controversial 10% highway aid penalty which Transportation 
Secretary Bridwell uses to urge the states to enact his department’s safety 
program. 

Fortunately for the 20 states and the District of Columbia which have 
not passed discriminatory helmet laws in haste, Secretary Bridwell has indi- 
cated his department’s willingness to “take a reasonable approach” to- the 
matter of states rights in implementing the highway safety program, which 
calls for helmet laws for motorcycle riders, among other things. 


“j. I Cannot Imagine a State Being Penalized...” 


“A plan does not have to provide full implementation of the standards... 
by any specific point in time,” he said in a speech to a U.S. Senate sub- 
committee on July 18, 1967. “In the final analysis, I cannot imagine a State 
being penalized 10 percent of its highway funds except in a very extreme 
situation... As we go along, it may very well be that adjustments (in the high- 
way safety act) will be needed." 

So we have proof that restrictive measures are not "inevitable." And 
Foran!"s argument that a $35 million ax will fall on California’s head unless 
it claps helmets on every cycle rider and passenger this year is only hot air. 
Yet the race is far from won. Even now as you read this, Foran is fighting to 
hustle the helmet package into law. It will take a determined effort by all 
California enthusiasts to stop him. Your letters and telegrams to your state 
Senators and Assemblyman can save the day again, as they did last year. 
Make no mistake about it, politicans are influenced by your wires and letters. 
Many of them are coming up for reelection this year and they will think twice 
about risking the loss of your vote, It is your duty as a citizen and a motor- 
cycle enthusiast to call it to their attention that if they vote for compulsory 
helmets they’ll lose your vote in November. 

Remember the Arabs vs. Israelis? 


We motorcycle riders may not have the numbers or the organization of the 
anti-motorcycle forces, but we have justice on our side. If every person read- 
ing this will write a letter or phone a telegram to his congressmen, we can 
keep our freedom intact. But if we give up and say “oh well, it is inevitable,” 
then we*ll deserve our losses. And you road riders who could care less if 
helmet laws are passed and you competition riders who think it won’t affect 
you should wake up right now. Unless we beat the motorcycle haters on the 
issue of compulsory. helmets, it'll be your fun they'll be taking away next. 
Compulsory helmet laws are unfair, unnecessary and unworthy of these United 
States. States should set minimum standards for helmets and leave the choice 
of when to buckle them on to the decision of the individual. 

The state’s interest would be far better served if the energy which has 
been wasted on the headgear folly went into testing and examining riders to 
be satisfied that they are competent to operate a motorcycle safely. Assem- 
blyman Foran has handicapped his good license bill with the dead-horse de- 
mand for compulsory helmets. I hope Californians can kill the helmet nag 
without sacrificing the rest of the safety regulations, for Foran obstinately 
refuses to separate the helmet issue from his omnibus bill. Whether Foran 
knows that Washington will be satisfied with what the rest of the bill provides 
(license examinations, helmet standards, equipment standards) or not, only 
he could say. But he cannot say that California must make its motorcycliSts 
wear helmets or lose $35 million. We could increase the already great respect 
which we have for Mr. Foran if he would refrain from making it sound as if 
our little freedom were being bartered for 35 million clams. It never was a 
nice argument, and there is no need to prolong it. 

Several readers have offered help and some have even sent donations to 
help us in this struggle to preserve freedom by preventing pointless helmet 
laws. Please don’t send money, we only have to send it back to you. If you 
really want to keep the freedom to decide when and where you'll wear your 
helmets, invest a dollar in Western Union Public Opinion Telegrams to your 
elected representatives stating you are opposed to compulsory helmets, (but 
in favor of special licenses, etc. for motorcycle riders). And keep on buying 
Cycle News and the products and services you see advertised herein.

YOU MEET THE GREAT 
BEHIND A NUMBER PLATE 


Some:several years have passed since 
that Labor Day weekend which comes now 
to my mind. I was attending the annual 
Tobacco Trail Classic Road Race at 
Marlboro, Maryland, and, as was usual 
the weather gods were smiling on the 
event. Clear blue skies, warm but not 
humid, a beautiful track and some of the 
finest riders in the world combined to 
make the day a Road Race fan’s delight. 
I anticipated a good race, and (to under- 
state) was not disappointed. 

The smoking herd of Class C machines 
got off to a very good start, andif anyone 
wants my definition of excitement, its 
watching some forty-odd of the world’s 
best heading for that first "S" turn and 
into the hairpin. George Roeder, Harley- 
mounted, immediately dominated this 
particular show, but was having a hell- 
uva time trying to break away from a 
Triumph rider, who at times headed 
him, Back and forth they diced on the 
tight and twisting course until, on the 
second or third lap, the Triumph went 
out from under its rider in the process 
of negotiating a 180-degree turn at the 
bottom of Marlboro’s ‘‘boot’’ section. 

I breathed a sigh of relief when I saw 
him scrambling to his feet, disdainfully 
wave off proffered assistance, and very 
intent on getting his machine righted. 
Meanwhile, the pack had all passed and 
peace and quiet reigned momentarily. 
“Don’t feel too bad, fella,” I thought. 
«Anyone who can give the fabulous Roe- 
der the time you did, deserves a lot of 
credit. And there will be other races.” 

Even while these sympathetic thoughts 
ran through my mind, this Kid had the 
machine upright, and was now determined 
to get it going; head down, back arched, 
every muscle and sinew in his body 
straining, he ran and pushed. I noticed 
that practically every specator in my 
section of the stands was inf ntly watch- 
ing not the race — but this one rider, 
who now leaped onto the machine in the 
classic Isle of Man style, At this point, 
you could damn near have heard a pin 
drop. With bated breath and lower lip 
clamped firmly between my _ teeth I 
listened — the megaphones coughed once, 
then roared! Simultaneously the machine 
leaped forward, the revs built up and he 
was back in biz! As the ever-faithful 
thirty-incher screamed out is renewed 
challenge I noticed smiles all around 


me, tendered by of all people, a group 
of notoriously chauvinistic Harley 
riders, yet! 

Well, he was back in the running, but 
almost a full lap behind the last place 
man! For a while he was in a race all 
by himself, and brother, he got it rode! 
Several laps later he caught the tail end

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REPORT ON DISTRICT 35 
SANCTION MEETING

The AMA District 35 (formerly 36A) 
sanction meeting took place in Fresno, 
Calif, at Kearney Bowl on the 7th of 
January, 1968, The meeting was called 
to order at 9:45 a.m. by Hank Gendusa, 
District 35 referee. A roll call was 
taken and the following clubs were pres- 
ent; Fresno MC; Paso Robles Airdales 
MC; Lompoc Slo-pokes MC; Fresno 
County Road Riders MC; Merced MC; 
Salinas Ramblers MC; Porterville Spin- 
ners MC; Cal Poly Penquins MC; Madera 
Explorer Post 305 MC; Madera Braves 
MC; Kings County MC; Cycliers MC; 
Tulare MC; Reveliers MC; Pathfinders 
MC; Kern County Trailblazers MC; Ata- 
scadero MC; Sprockets MC; Oakhurst 
Hillbillies MC; Taft MC; and the Visa- 
lia Ramblers MC, Mr. Gendusa then 
introduced William T, Berry, Jr., Exe- 
cutive Director of the AMA, Len Allen, 
District 36 Commissioner, and Red Ow- 
ens, District 35 Commissioner, 

The meeting was then turned over to 
Mr. Berry who very calmly read a pre- 
pared statement explaining the new chan- 
ges in the AMA structure. Mr, Berry 
carefully explained the new Competition 
Congress, the new National Point Sys- 
tem for sportsman riders, and the abol- 
ishment of the District Commissioners., 
He said the Federal Anti-Trust Law and 
the Cartwright Act of California made 
the District Commissioner’s office il- 
legal. Mr. Berry explained that District 
35 could still have a "Commissioner?? 
but that the AMA could not support 
him. Mr. Berry said that a rider could 
not be forced to buy a sportsman card 
and that all sportsman events would be 
open to anyone with just a valid AMA 
card. In almost the same breath Mr. 
Berry asked the clubs to vote for their 
representative to the new Competition 
Congress, 

A lively discussion followed in which 
the clubs said that they were not going to 
vote for anything until he (Mr. Berry) 
answered a few questions about these 





new changes to the Districts. Mr. Berry 
said he would like to get the election 
over and then answer questions if he had 
time. A delegate from the Visalia Ram- 
blers said the clubs wanted to get some 
answers first because they were not 
sure they were going to let the AMA 
abolish their Commissioners. A delegate 
from the Madera Braves asked Mr. 
Berry who would classify the riders in 
the district if they no longer had a 
Commissioner, Mr, Berry said that 
each club’s referee would classify each 
rider for that day’s event and anyone 
who did not have a card or who the 
referee did not know, would have to ride 
the Expert Class. 

A heated discussion followed this re- 
mark and then Len Allen got up to 
speak, Mr, Allen said that new riders 
who did not want to buy sportsman cards 
would be a "great help?" in the Expert 
Class. He went on to say that not only 
would this type of system endanger the 
lives of the Novice and Expertriders but 
would also ruin the Expert class and 
discourage most of the new riders, He 
said that he was against any system that 
made Experts ride with Novices, Mr. 
Berry answered this by saying that he 
did not think this would be a problem 
and that maybe the district could just 
“keep it quiet that riders do not have to 
buy cards, then everyone will anyway.’’ 
It took 15 minutes to get order after 
that statement. 

A delegate from the Pathfinders asked 
Mr. Berry why the District had to 
change when they had a workable system 
before, The same Pathfinder also wanted 
to know why the AMA was telling the 
districts to change without asking the 
districts if they WANTED the change. 
In a raised voice Mr. Berry said that he 
was doing us a favor by coming out to 
the Districts to explain the new changes. 
“I could have just sent out a bulletin 
from my Ohio office stating the new 
system,” said Mr. Berry. At this point

in the meeting several clubs rose and 
stated that they wanted to withdraw from 
the AMA and start their own "California 
Motorcycle Association.’’ The forming 
of a new Motorcycle Association in 
California was then discussed at great 
length. A delegate from the Visalia 
Ramblers then made a motion that the 
clubs hold onto their 1968 sanction fees 
and wait on the decision to pull out of 
the AMA until they found out what Dis- 
trict 36 and 37 wanted to do about the 
new AMA changes. This motion was 
carried unanimously. A special meeting 
is to be held on January 21, 1968 in 
Visalia to decide whether District 35 
will stay in the AMA, 

A delegate from the Madera Braves 
asked Mr. Berry if District 35 could 
have a District Sportsman Referee be- 
cause Mr, Gendusa was too busy with 
professional events to referee sportsman 
events too, Mr, Berry said that they 
might appoint a district sportsman re- 
feree in some Districts if needed. A 
heated discussion followed in which a 
delegate loudly stated that the Districts 
wanted to choose their own sportsman 
referee and not have him appointed by 
someone in Ohio, Mr. Berry asked the 
group who they wanted to be their re- 
feree, Everyone agreed that it would 
have to be Red Owens. Mr. Berry said 
that if it would make everyone happy he 
would appoint Mr, Owens today to Dis- 
trict 35 sportsman referee, which he 
then did, Mr. Berry also said that even 
though the AMA would give Red Owens 
support, it would be still up to the Dis- 
trict to pay Mr. Owens. All the dele- 
gates calmed down a little after Mr. 
Owens’ appointment, 

An election followed that unanimously 
picked Marvin Heath (Salinas Ramblers) 
as representative to the Competition 
Congress for District 35. 

A delegate from Fresno MC, yours 
truly, asked Mr. Berry if anything was 
being done about an AMA branch office 
on the West Coast. Mr. Berry said that 
the AMA did not have the funds to sup- 
port a branch office, that one was not 
needed and that a branch office would 
have nothing to do out here, It was 
getting late so Hank Gendusa adjourned 
the meeting for lunch, Mr. Berry didnot 
return in the afternoon so the time was 
spent constructing the 1968 District 
35’s sportsman events calendar.

Rain or shine was the way they billed

San Fernando 


A Motorycle Rider Training Program, 
conducted by the L.A. Adult School is 
expected to be underway by the end of 
January, according to Dr. Willard Ed- 
wards, Dean of Educational Services at 
San Fernando Valley State College. 

After numerous inguiries and reguests 
for a training course for both young 
riders and adults, Dean Edwards called 
a conference of interested people. This 
conference concluded that while the rate 
of motorcycle aecidents have decreased 
somewhat (the increase in the number of 
cycles has been greater than the acci- 
dent rise) there is a need for safety 
work in this field, 

The conference rejected ideas of en- 
forced safety, such as helmet legisla- 
tion, and turned instead to the planning 
of training programs, 

It was decided that the L.A. Adult 
School was best suited at this time to 
arrange a pilot program, The Associa- 
tion of Motorcycle Manufacturers and 
BSA Western agreed to obtain the needed 
equipment, Jack Burgan, Driver Educa- 
tion teacher with the LAAS and longtime 
cyclist, was asked to develop the study 
program, Cooperation has been offered 
from various sources, including Con- 
gressman James Corman, State Senator 
Lou Cousanovich, cyclist Bob Braver- 
man, andrepresentatives from the 
Rotary Club, the Kiwanis, The AAA of 
Southern Calif., California Insurance 
Producers Association, Allend’or Pro- 
ductions, and Cycle News. 

Previously, training programs have 
been held by the Downey police and by 
the Explorer Scouts with the LAPD and 
BSA participating. Elsewhere, especially 
in Canada, extensive programs have 
been developed, and have met with con- 
siderable success, 

The pilot program of the LAAS would 
draw heavily upon experiences with piror 
programs. However it has the capability

successful it will become an on-going 
part of the L.A. Adult School curriculum 
and would be gíven once or twice a year 
at numerous locations, providing a con- 
venient and consistent source of rider 
training. The adult school age limits 
would be waived in thís case to permit 
riders under eighteen to participate. 

Clearly this is a significant step in 
safety promotion and a practical one. 
The organizers are enthusiastic about 
its chances. Arrangements are being 
made for every essential except one — 
STUDENTS. Here every motorcycle en- 
thusiast can cooperate. Watch this col- 
umn for further details and spread the 
work to those who want to learn to ride 
or want to learn more about riding. 


The Driver Education Program has 
cut down considerably the number of 
auto accidents involving young drivers. 
The motorcycle training program can 
offer similar benefits to the motorcycle 
field, A majority of cycle accidents hap- 
pen to new riders (many on the first 
ride and with borrowed machines), De- 
velopment of a really good training pro- 
gram could conceivably cut cycle acci- 
dents enormously. This makes much 
better sense than the tacit assumption 
(held. by some legislators and many 
non-riders) that accidents are inevitable 
so put something on your head, If we 
improve our safety record noticeably, 
perhaps we can convince such thinkers 
that we don’t really need their help.

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Should I have been surprised, when the 
new diaper clad image of 1968 appeared 
with a grey beard that terminated at the 
lower corner of the cotton triangle? 

Last year the outlook of prospects in 
an increased schedule of racing events 
and number of contestants was standing 
proud at displaying an avenue of excite- 
ment, The year moved through winter 
goose bumps, odors of spring freshness 
and into sweltering summer, accom- 
panied by all-bike meets, the increase 
in two-stroke advancement, increased 
displacement machines such as 45-inch 
Triumphs and 80-inch Harleys. Of course 
performance was improved in a very 
direct proportion, 

Suzuki placed the 250cc X-6 into the 
kingdom of 13 second machines, an area 
previously untouched by street classed 
two-strokes, As. the year ended, one 
street class Suzuki, that’s owned by 
Jack “Old Man’? Murphy, was setting 
records at 110,00 mph and with elapsed 
times that ran into the 12.70’s, Further 
increases in the two-strokes’ predomin- 
ance was led by Bob Braverman and 
Yamaha. His excellent frame design for 
an ultimate in power to weight ratio and 
fine tuning, modification etc., led the 
Yamaha into low 12 second runs and 
speeds of 107 miles per hour. As though 
inevitable, Bob coupled a pair of the 
Yamahas into a twin-engine dragster 
that now has stopped the clocks at 10,70 
and 127.00 mph, The achievements of 
two-strokes were outstanding in all of 
their relative displacement classes and 
by far the leader below 200¢c was the 
previously shadowed brand of Moto- 

The one factor that should never be 
dismissed in praise of the two-strokes’ 
accomplishment, is that each and every 
one has used gasoline, not any special 
fuel mix or additives. 


Four-Strokes 


At last year’s beginning the Triumph, 
both twin engine and singles were at the 
top of the list. Suddenly the big inches 
of Harley-Davidson came on the scene 
and rapidly dispatched any competition 
that was willing to challenge, Ah yes, 
inches are superior and now Triumph is 
attempting a feeble comeback as new 
cylinders are purchased that contain 45 
inches or more, Even greater displace- 
ments are being attempted in the San 
Francisco bay area, One Triumph drag- 
ster is sporting 53 inches. 

Harley Sportsters that are increased 
to 80 inches or more have repeatedly 
turned in the low 10 second field and 
speeds are averaged above 140 mph, Of 
course a rare one such as Leo Payne, 
runs at consistent nine second times 
and the speeds are well above 150 mph. 

Harley is also represented with the 
first really successful ‘Knuckle Head’’ 
by Joe Smith and Laidlaw Harley- David- 
son, That’s the first one to be consis- 
tent at low ten runs and with speeds 
of 140 mph. 


Super Bikes 


BSA and Triumph decided to match 
the drag-racing trend of ‘‘Funny Cars,’’ 
Stock appearance but fed with fuel mixes 
of nitro methane. Bob Sirkegian and 
Tony Dodge fielded the respective brands 
of BSA and Triumph. Tony led for awhile 
and then suddenly Sirkegian surged ahead 
with a now unmatched performance of 
10.78 and 128,00 mph. Since that time, 
the enthusiasm for Super bikes has 
waned due to the lack of confidence that 
others have in doing as well or better 
than BSA,

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GOODBYE GEORGE. 
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The spectacular sliding style of George Roeder will be sorely missed from lineups in the future, 
His retirement after 14 years of professional racing leaves an unfillable gap in the ranks of 


AMA National Champions, 


Ohio Farmer Retires From Racing 
By Roxy Rockwood 


Fourteen professional racing seasons 
and over 300 races won. That’s the span 
that was brought to an end atthe close of 
the 1967 racing season for George Roe- 
der, the well known "Flying Farmer"? 
írom Monroeville, Ohio. 

Along the way Roeder won eight Nation- 
al Championship races. All of them were 
on half-mile and mile tracks across the 
country. 

It is all a thing of the past now as 
George last month officially announced 
his retirement from active‘racing. 

Long one of the most popular and best 
liked riders on the National circuit and 
long considered one of the top ten dirt 
track riders in the nation, Roeder was 
also a many-time Ohio state dirt track 
champion and always apre-race favorite 
at any dirt track National, 

He turned to professional racing in 

1954 as a Novice and was the high point 
Amateur dirt track rider in the nation in 
‘55 with 47 wins, Although he was never 
to become the high point dirt track ex- 
pert he was, however, for many years 
always well up the ladder in the top 
ten in the final standings. 
. George first made headlines in the 
mid-‘50’s when he was talked into claim- 
ing Everett Bnashear’s dirt track 
machine understhe: ‘*clatming’”» rule, It 
came about after he was first turned 
down in an effort to obtain better backing 
from the factory. George always said it 
was one of the biggest mistakes of his 
career and Brashear always claimed that 
the machine was not the best one he had 
at the time. 

Roeder did go on to obtain full factory 
backing and right up to the end last 
October was one of Harley-Davidson’s 
ranking aces, 


It was a long and many times frustrat- 
ing career for the rider who always had 
a grin and a handshake for everybody; 
He was an Expert classed rider for 
nearly nine years before he wonhisfirst 
National race in 1963. 

At the start of the ‘63 season he re- 
placed the injured and retired Carroll 
Resweber and was riding the potent 
equipment tuned by the well known Ralph 
Berndt. His first National came in Aug- 
ust of ‘63 when he won the 50-miler at 
Springfield, Ill. He later won the 20- 
miler at Sacramento and the five-miler 
on the half-mile, 

Prior to ‘63 Roeder’s racing career 
was slowed down for two years with 
time out to serve in the Army in Virginia, 
He did manage to ride in many events 
those two years, however, mainly in and 
around the campsite, 

From 1963 through 1967 George won 
eight National races, He was shut out of 
the win column in ‘66 but came back 
strong to win both the San Jose and 
Sacramento Nationals this past season. 

Although he was voted the most popular 
rider in the AMA a few years ago the 
one title that always was just a grasp 
away, the Grand National title, always 
eluded him, 





In 1963 he missed winning the coveted 
title by a mere one point to Dick Mann, 
The margin of victory was when Mann 
scored the upset win at the Ascot Nation- 
al TT while George failed to qualify for 
the final, 

_The following week Roeder won the 
Sacramento" national and Mann failed to 
finish. But under the scoring system that 
year Mann earned more points for his 
Ascot win than. did Roeder for his 
Sacramento victory. It was the closest 
point. race in National racing history. 

Roeder again came close this past 
season and was leading the standings 
late in the year due to his back to back 
wins at San Jose and Sacramento, His 
third placé at Daytona was also an im- 
portant factor. However, the title was 
once again snatched away when Gary 
Nixon won the Carlsbad National and then 
finished ahead of George in the final 
National at Oklahoma City, Nixon took 
the title, Roeder finished second. 

Although he was considereda fine road 
racer he was never able to win one of 
the big ones on pavement. Twice he fin- 
ished second at Daytona and led one of 
the Meadowdale Nationals, until running 
out of gas on the next to last lap. 

Roeder will forever remain unique in 
racing annals as perhaps the only rider 
who was always on the best of terms 
with all of his fellow riders both on and 
off the race track, 

His quiet and sincere personality was 
many times a cover for bitter disappoint- 
ments on the track. At the "63 Ascot 8- 
mile National he shed tears after the 
race was over, not because he did not 
win, but because he did not do better 
and live up to some of the advance 
publicity. 

Last year George became a married 
man and at the end of the season he was 
a father for the first time. These things 
must have some bearing on his decision 
to retire, 


The Flying Farmer will fly no more, 
He had a lot of things going for him the 
past fourteen years — he still does, 
George Roeder and his genuine attitude 
will not soon be forgotten.

JANUARY 1968 SPORTS 
COMMITTEE MEETING 


Thirty-seven District clubs answered 
roll call at the first 1968 meeting of the 
District 37 Sports Committee. The meet- 
ing featured the seating of the new 
President, Ron Sloan and the awarding of 
the number one plates in each division 
of competition. 

Those earning the right to carry that 
magical number one on their machines 
were: Lightweight scrambles Kirk Mc 
Dowell; Heavyweight scrambles John 
Rice; Lightweight desert Bob Belt; Hea- 
vyweight desert Steve Hurd (and the only 
man who was present to receive his 
number personally); Trail Bike Jack 
Morgan; Sidehack Pilot Mike Parti and 
passenger Jim Moffit. 

Much of the meeting naturally cen- 
tered on the all important man who 
would be elected to represent District 37 
at the AMA Congress. Ron Sloan (Rams) 
nominated Bill Adams seconded by Jean 
Carter (Antelope Ramblers), 

Before further nominations for this 
position continued Bob Steffan (Sham- 
rocks) suggested that the body settle the 
question of expenses for the representa- 
tive. Lynn Wineland said that there had 
been a discussion along the lines of de- 
fraying expenses for the delegate at the 
previous meeting but that nothing had 
been decided, Steffan asked for a rough 
estimate on expenses for attending these 
national meetings and Earl Flanders was 
asked to speak on this. 

Flanders made a rough estimation of 
$300 as a man would have to be absent 
for approximately 4 days therefore need- 
ing food and lodging for this period time, 
plus transportation. 

Discussion also took place on the fact 
that it was entirely possible that a 
member of a road club be elected to this 
position and it was_a definite decision 
that if this should happen then the road 
clubs should pay the expenses. 

Steve Hurd (Foothill Hawks) made a 
suggestion that a high of $450 be put on 
the expense account. This wouldalso take 
care of any necessary entertaining that 
the delegate found he had to take care 
of, plus personal expenses; the delegate 
would have to furnish receipts for monies 
spent, and the full $450 might not always 
be needed. It was also decided that while 
the full expenses be paid for the dele- 
gate he would receive no reinbursement 
for salary lost while attending to busi- 
ness as delegate. 

The motion was called for, i.e., dele- 
gate would come from one of our District 
Sports Committee clubs to receive the 
allowance; the allowance would be $450 
with receipts to be provided by delegate 
for expenses only, not reimbursement of 
salary. The motion was made by Ryon 
(Antelope Ramblers) seconded by Steffan 
(Shamrocks) and voted upon by the body 
passing 39-10. 

Discussion then took place on the 
voting of the delegate. The meeting for 
this purpose which would include the 
road clubs who were being contacted 
would take place January 11th at the 
Poplar Street address. Clarification was 
made on this voting as there was a 
definite misunderstanding as to how it 
would take place.

Each club had to send in the name of 
a representative to cast a vote plus 
alternates to Worthington. Only clubs 
with these hames on file would have a 
legal vote. Not only that, it was pointed 
out strongly that if a club charter 
expired within 1968 the money for renew- 
ing of same should be sent off immedi- 
ately as only elubs paid up for the whole 
of 1968 would be accepted in the voting.

Three men were nominated as possi- 
ble delegates, Ron Sloan, Steve Hurdand 
Bill Adams, with each being allowed to 
speak on what he thought the office would 
entail and what he would attempt to do. 
In the absence due to illness of Bill 
Adams, Lynn Wineland spoke for him, 
The body voted then to show their support 
of each candidate, Adams 31 votes; 
Sloan 22 votes; Hurd 13 votes. 


Other Business 


Clubs are asked to send in any ideas 
they have on the running of European 
scrambles-type events to the Competi- 
tion Committee. There was discussion 
on the marking and policing of such 
courses and Camp (So. Cal.) said that 
the number of riders in these events 
caused congestion, Wineland replied that 
a European scrambles was that type of 
event, and was patterned after European
